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THE ICE TRADE. 


Swéden and Norway Supplying New 
| York. ) 


From the New York Tribune. 
During the last three months several ves- 


gele bave arrived bere from Sweden and Nor- 


way with ice, and ia most instances the car- 
goes have been consigned to large breweries. 
Cargoes which have not been consigned direct- 
lv have beem readily disposed of at from $6 to 
$7 50atom. The ice is from fourteen to 
eighteen inches in thickness, and is as clear 
and transparent as giass. The total amount 
which has arrfved from these Scandioavian 
countries has been nearly 30,000 tons, and it 
bas simply taken the place of other ballast 
which most of the sailing vessels are obliged 
tohavein the absence of gemeral carzoes; 
hence it has been considered a gvod paying 
feeigbt. Tne demaud for ice in New York 
has been much greater than the usual demand 
for ballast, and some vessels were chartered 
to bring it here at prices more than double 
that which is paid for bablast. As the loss by 
melting duripg the voyage is not more than 
fifteen or twenty per cent the profit has been 
considereé satésfactory. 

Pbe price of ice during the past season has 
been from four to five times greater than the 
price of coal, and while there have beena 
large number of ordinary consumers who 
bave not felt financially able to indulge in the 
luxusy, the excessive beat more than doubled 
the consumption among ihose who could af- 
ford it; hence the demand was greater than 
the supply. The reason that thesupply was 
wadequate was because last winter was a 
poor ope for packing ice; the orop was a 
faillume on the Hudson Liver and Rockland 
Lake, andtheice men generally tried their 
besttotake advantage of the occasion, and 
succeeded: they created a fictitious idea of an 
absolute famine, and while coal was }) per 
ton, ice was $20 per ton tothe consumer. The 
Consumers’ lee Company, composed princi- 
pally of hotel proprietors, and organized in 
1571 for the purpose of cheapening ice to coa- 
summers, has furnished ice the year through 
on centeacts at between Ss and $10 pea ton. 

A person connected prominentiv with the 
ice market stated a few das@ ago thatthe best 
customers for ice are brewers, hotels, meat- 
yackers and butchers. Tae summer trade 

aswow dropped cif, the butcners use less 
than formerly. and so Co the packers. One 
brewary bus used between 24,000 and 50,000 
tons of ice this season, and as much as $10 
per ton has been paid by some of the brewers, 
although in times when ice is plentifulit can 
be purchased atthe whart at $150 per ton. 
Butcbers and packers bave paid as much as 
S14 per ton, amd famiiies have had to pay $1 
a bundred pouwds. The principal source of 
supply this vear has been at the Kennebec 
River and other points in Maine, about 1,500,- 
00 tons coming from that State; Lake Cham- 
plain furnisbed about 200,000 tons, The crop 
on the Hucson River was a failure, but about 
240,000 tons were left over from Mast year; 
and the Rockland Lake supply was a failure. 
The cost of ice from the Kennebec River. al- 
lowing for packing, freight, handling, etc., is 
about #2 85 to land at New York, and it costs 
about $2 a ton to deliver Hudson River ice on 
the wnarf at New York. 

Tbe high prices of ice have had the most 
(ffect among the butchers and meat- packers, 
and have psrily destroved the meat-export- 
ingtrade. Butinventors have been stimu- 
lated to produce devices for refrigeration by 
which ice is dere awuy with entireiy. As 
these systems may be hept up at sea indeli- 
bitely so long as fuel cana be obtained, there 
need be nosericus loss or damage from de- 
lays, usin the case of the steamship City of 
Brussels a few months ago, when she broke 
her shaft and was obiiged to make port under 
sail, thus delaying ber voyage several days. 
sbe bad on beard fresh meat to the total 
value of $40,000, whrch had to be thrown 
overboard after the supply of ice was ex- 
buusted. The new refrigerating processes 
furnish dry air at a temperature of adout 
zero, instead of the damp airtfromice, which 
Injures the meat, and the refrigerator com- 
waitment ts Kept ut the same temperature 
thiougbouttbe vovage without eezard to its 
length. As theice-box occupies about one- 
fourth of the space of the refrigerator, un- 
der the new refrigerating system much space 
Is saved, tbe machinery taking much less 
room than the ice-vox. The compartment 
can also be used for any other kind of animal 
food, fiuitand other perishbabie articles.

Woman’s Work. 
From the New York Times. 


Itis very hard to understand how the 
mass of men liveinthiscrinany large city 
where everthing, from awink of sieep toa 
mouthful of fooc, must always be paid for. 
But it is much harder to understand how wo- 
men eke cut a subsistence: for they have far 
less strength, inferior health, and generally 
much lower wages. It is estimated that some 
60,000 women im and about this city alone 
earn their own living, and thatthe number 
steadily inciexses fwom yearto year. They 
are of all graces, from servants to fashion- 
able modistes, book-keepers,artists and man- 
agers. Atnumber ofthem are members of 
intellectual professions, such as medicine, 
journalism, lecturing, acting. Not afew of 
them earn a good dea! of money, notably ac- 
tresses, milliners and dress-makers, and 
cften they acquire a handsome independence. 
The profits of actresses are prob- 
ably bigher than those of any other feminine 
calling; then conre mi!liners, and next dress- 
makers. Lecturees have hitherto made con- 
siderable mowey—Anna Dickinson cleared, it 
is said, $40,L00 in one year—but recently the 
public has cared very littie for them, the busi- 
ness having been overdome and bhe quality of 
the lectures having grown very poer A 
number cf women who have done very well 
a: ithave been obliged to retire from the 
field for lack of patronage. Actresses, on the 
contrary, command higher salaries and secure 
more lucrative engagements tnanever. But 
they must bave sometaient, some power of 
attraction. They cannot, as many women 
believe, rush upon the stage without any 
mental endowment, and get suddenly rich. 
Milliners and modistes, after they have 
gained a faébionable reputation, thrive fa- 
mourly: LVutthey are necessarily few. The 
bulk of the sex emploved as seamstresses, 
saleswomen, teachers—-the teachers who do 
wellare exceptional—copyists, and the like, 
get very meagre compensation. It is 
calculated that, of the 60,000 feminine work- 
ers, the average earning is not over #4 to 
$4 50a week. How they,can pay their board 
or purebese food and shelter with sucha 
pittance audes comprehension. And then, it 
should be remembered that the majority of 
them provide for others as well as for them- 
selves: foritisa general rule that anyboauy 
who can earn money is sure to have depend- 
ents. Ordinary servants, of whom very few 
are Americans, are said to be more comforta- 
ble than educated and refmed laborers of na- 
tive stock. Whey get from #2 5U to ¢ a week, 
and have good food and lodzing included, 
which is a most important consideration. 
While many American women materially im- 

rove their condition by going into kitchens, 

‘ev shrmk from doing so because it seems 
menial, and our born republicans have to be 
menials. Fora womanto earn hcr own liv- 
ing is far barder than shows on the surface. 
To some women itis little less than tragical. 


Chasing Deer with Steam.

An unusual scene was witnessed along the 
Hawley branch of the New York, Lake Frie 
and Western Railroad a day or two ago. This 
branch extends from Hawiey to Lackawaxen, 
a distance of fifteen miles, passing through a 
most romantic country and following the 
Pike county side of the Lackawaxen River 
the entire length of the road. The road is 
the most crooked and winding of ail the 
rie’s branches, andtrains, when running 
at nwhi, present a beautiful picture.

Convention in Session 
To-Day.

Interesting Paper Read by Judge Thay- 
er—A Series of Resolations 
Adopted. 


Tbe Mississippi River Improvement Com- 
mission met in adjourned session at 10:40 a. 
m. to-day, President Eugene Underwood in 
the chair, andten members present. ‘The 
minutes of yesterday were read and approv- 
ed, and on motion it was ordered 
that all the papers submitted 
to the commission, be endorsed on 


the back showing the disposition made of 
The Committee on By-Laws having 

yaskedan extension oftime, Col. 
Crooks “introduced a resolution, which was 
adopted, discharging the committee. Judge 
E. H. Thayer, of lowa, read a_  pa- 
per on the improvement of the Missis- 
sippi. He referred to the concentration of 
public enterprise in building railroads, while 
the river was almost tota'ly neglected. 
‘While,’’ he said, ‘*we would not take up a 
single mile of track of these railroads, still 
we would like more attention paid to the 
highway furnished us by the almighty.’*? He 
said that the fact only of there being a few 
steamboats plying on the river and the yearly 
floating ofa few thousand feet of lumber 
kept the existence ofthe Mississippi before 
the couutry.

Resolutions were then introduesd and 
adopted tendering the thanks of the com. 
mi:sion to the membersof the Merchants’ 
Exchange and the press of St. Louis 
for favors received. A discussion arose re- 
garding the paymentof thee xoens:s necessary 
to be incurred for publisbiog the papers and 
proceedings ofthe commission. No appro- 
priations bavipg yet been made, it was 
thought that each member should psy an as- 
sessment, and the commission would subse- 
quently exdeavor to get the several State 
Legislatures to reimburse them. Mr. 
Hogan moved that the matter 
be referred to the Executive 
Committee with instructions to act. 

Mr. Walker submitted a resolution request. 
ing the newspapers of the Mississippi Valley 
to publish the proceedings of the commission, 
or as much of them as the r space will permit. 
Adopted.

President Underwood spoke upon the im- 
portance of all the States interesred in river 
improvements being represented at the meete 
ings of the commission.
